Although we do not have sufficient information on Wilhelm KUlfiPPQtS to de- 
termine whether or not he Is related to Or c<Manected with the female 
KUEPPER3* of Qrainau, Wilhelm KHHFFERS has been zesiding In Ithly duidng 
and after World War II. George Peter DOHM was also in It^ly during and 
after World War H. UPSWING included Wilhelm KUEPPERS in the UJlxam;sr 
group tdiioh la, according to UPSWING, an out|pK»rth of one of the Rote 
KiPELI£ nets. This, In turn, brings up the early trMe on fhu DQOI, sus- 
pect Rote Kapelle menher In Italy according to para. '4 of refermce A., 
who has been Identified as George Peter IXXIM.

Kapelle background, we are forwarding the Information on Wilhelm XUEPROIS 
as of possible interest.

and O Dr. OTTO. The conference was. opened with a speech by i fpttjw 
plaining that the UPSWING Investigation of the UJDRlZ2Xf ‘ coaplex was ex- 
tremely sensitive because it involved ourrent West German political and 
governmental leaders but that "because we could assist" (KUBABK having the 
original German Rote Kapelle files), KUBARK and UPSWING should work toget- 
her. After the opening, O Dr. OTTO butlined the varioUs target groups In 
which UPSWING Is Interested, demonstrating his talk with a chart. TOere 
are well over a hundred names involved, mostly In Germany, but, aooordlng 
to the Memo for the Record, O Dr. OTTO stated:

If the source allows, Bon^ could pass that to the BfV in respoirse to the 
BfV request contained in para, 2 of roferenoe B and thus, perhaps, elicit 
BfV information on Wilhelm lOJEFFERS, his brother reported in the
